Four Placentia Firemen, who are 
also members of Firefighters Local 
2147, AFL-CIO, have been charged 
with theft from a rip-off of 
accessories and equipment of three 
public buildings and terminated 
from their positions, it was revealed 
here this week. 

The four men charged included 
Fire Captain Rick Bitrich, Diamond 
Bar; Engineer Arthur Wilkerson, 
Norco and Firemen Patrick Owen 
Wible, Brea and Richard James 
Clawson, Corona. 

The arrests of the men were 
conducted on two separate days 
followifig an investigation by the 
Placentia Police Department into a 
devestation of public buildings, 
which showed at least one had had 
panelling torn from walls, light 
fixtures removed and drapes and 
loudspeakers taken from the 
premises. 


Some firemen were on picket lines 
Monday, pacing such buildings as 
Bob's Big Boy, the Placentia-Linda 
Community Hospital, the sidewalks 
of Town-Center Shopping area and 
City Hall. At least one television 
channel was on hand. 

Among the picketers were two of 
the men discharged and the son of a 
third. 

The arrests of the four men 
followed a police investigation which 
started Friday evening and is still 
continuing, Lt. James Robertson, in 
charge for the Placentia Police 
Department reports. At that time, 
the buildings, which had been 
padlocked, according to statements 
from John Combs, head of the city’s 
maintenance division, were dis- 
covered to have been stripped. 

A reconnaisance of the three 
public buildings, former City Hall, 
the City Hall Annex and former

Police Station, all on Bradford 
Avenue, showed the greatest 
damage in the former Police Station 
with panelling gone, cork walls 
gouged, ceilings disturbed, almost 
all fluorescent lighting fixtures 
removed, drapes and radio loud- 
speakers missing, doorknobs and 
carpeting gone. 

Placentia Police Chief Norman 
Traub, who announced the arrests, 
estimated the loss at $2,000 in 
equipment and fixtures and another 
$2,000 in damage to the facilities. 

Original arrests were made of 
Capt. Bitrich and Engineer Wilker- 
son, followed by arrests of the two 
firemen. All have been charged with 
theft and released on their own 
recognizance. 

Bitrich, who  was_ recently 
reemployed by the department, had 
worked for the city for three years 
previously.

The streets of Placentia may never 
become famous, say, like the streets 
of Laredo, uniess the Placentia City 
Council takes a proper stand. 

The council is being petitioned to 
permit a motion picture to be filmed 
on Santa Fe Street in the environs of 
the Tlaquepaque Restaurant. 

In the film, which would be made 
with Cal State Fullerton students, 
under the direction of William Brian 
Lawry of the University of Southern 
California Cinema School, Santa Fe 
Street and the Tlaquepaque would 
be an oil town in Texas.

The Placentia City Council took an 
unexpectedly firm stand on the 
funding of Placentia’s paramedic 
program last week, voting unani- 
mously to finance it from the general 
fund, rather than the utility tax. 

There were indications that the 
decision would stand even if it meant 
a raise in property taxes. 

Making a strong commitment was 
Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan, 
long a foe of the indefinite 
continuation of the assessment on 
utilities. 

Supporting his position was 
Mayor Robert Lyons who indicated

“by taking it (the paramedic 
funding) from the property tax, we 
will have to raise the property tax 
about 8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation...and in this case it would 
be raising the tax for something the 
people could see and could identify 
with”’ 

‘If we take other than capitol 
improvements out of the utility tax, 
then we are in a sense hiding the cost 
of these things from the taxpayers, 
because most taxpayers don’t know 
they're paying utility tax. If we put 
these services out where the people 
can see them, if they demand more 


Still Undecided 


Employees of the Placentia 
Library District have rejected the 
last wage offer of the district’s board 
of trustees and will hold out for a 15 
per cent boost in salaries, chief 
negotiator, Jim Harker of the 
Orange County Employees Associa- 
tion reported this week. 

The decision followed a library 
board meeting Saturday morning in 
which trustees repeated their offer 
of 13 per cent salary hike, omitting 
an insurance payment for one 
dependent of each employee. 

‘‘We're not going to take it,’’ 
Harker declared. Harker said that 
the newly organized employees will 
continue to take their cause to the 
public. Although not all of the 
employees have a dependent to 
benefit from the insurance pre- 
mium, Harker said that it would be 
continued in the negotiations. 

Trustees at the Saturday session, 
also discussed abandoning the 
employee retirement plan, initiated 
last year, which would provide a 7 
per cent across the board increase if 
put into paychecks. 

“I think one of the things we 
might want to look at,’’ Vic Michel, 
president of the library trustees

The paramedics funding discus- 
sion, as preliminary to the council's 
approval of a $5.2 million budget for 
the 1975-76 fiscal year, found other 
council agreement. 

Councilman Jack Gomez added: 
‘If we are looking at one paramedic 
unit, which is costing us $60,000 
now, we could very possibly be 
looking at two paramedic units next 
year and we're talking about 
probably $180,000 next year. 

‘‘Then if we start saying now that 
we may have to start raising 
property taxes, at least we're setting 
the tone for whenever that comes. 
We told you so a year ago. This is the 
way I like to do business.”’ 

Councilman Robert Langer 
stated: ‘‘You can’t imagine how 
pleased | am that council has 
decided to go this way, because I am 
one of the original fellows that voted 
for the utility tax, and thinking back 
to that time, that some time in the 
future we would either lower that 
percentage figure from 5 to 4 to 3 or 
whatever, or we would start lopping 
off the utilities that we would charge 
the tax to.”’ 

‘‘One thing that bothers people, 
Langer continued...‘‘one council 
makes a decision and then another 
council comes along and changes 
that policy.”’ 

Some of the councilmen ex- 
pressed concern about the growing 
percentage and proportion of wages. 
Callahan stated that in the 1973-74 
budget salaries represented 44.6 per 
cent. The next year it was 46.5 ‘‘and 
in 1975-76 it’s 58.4 per cent.”’ 

‘Sooner or later we're putting 
ourselves into a box. Our sources of 
income are shrinking...we don’t 
have any gigantic commercial 
ventures...we have one major 
shopping center. Period. ...If we're 
not going to do it this year, some

On June 30, the U.S. Agency for International Development (AID), our 
dispenser of foreign aid, will fold its tent and silently steal away from Laos, 
leaving the tent (and all its other property) to the new Pathet Lao Communist 
government which wants U.S. aid money to continue flowing, but with no 


strings attached. 


Although opposition to the Pathet Lao collapsed more swiftly--after a 
decade of tug-of-way--than even the Pathet Lao expected, the new regime 
hasn’t wasted any time-consolidating its position. 

For years the Laotian cabinet had been a delicately balanced coalition of 
leftists, rightists and ‘‘neutralists,”’ kept glued together by neutralist Prime 


Minister Prince Souvanna Phouma. 


Shortly after Saigon fell, though, Pathet Lao ‘‘rent-a-crowds’’ (as one 
European diplomat describes them) began demonstrating in Vientiane for 
the removal of-rightist members of the cabinet. Most of them got the 
message very quickly and took off for Thailand. 

Since the emigres were mostly generals and represented whatever 
military leadership the right wing had, the Pathet Lao rushed in to fill the 
vacuum. Its army, with North Vietnamese well-integrated into it (right down 
to the company level), made a show of strength to intimidate hitherto rightist 
towns in southern Laos and the bloodless takeover was, indeed, over. 

The street demonstrators, meanwhile, stormed the AID offices in 
Vientiane, occupying and taking hostages. To end the occupation and win 
the release of the hostages, U.S. officials had to agree to pull AID out of Laos 
entirely, along with its 200 American employees (it also employs 2,500 


Laotians). 


The Pathet Lao wants to not quite kill the goose, for they like those golden 
eggs it produces. Now, they want U.S. aid ($32 million this fiscal year) 
‘‘direct and unconditional.’’ In other words, a blank check. It’s no wonder 
they want the money: the United States is Laos’ largest donor by far and this 
aid keeps the local currency afloat. Without it, the Laotian economy will be in 


real trouble. 


Those arguing for continuation of our aid on Pathet Lao terms contend it 
will help maintain a tiny U.S. toehold in Indochina, but close observers of the 


scene believe the ‘‘toehold’’ will produce no tangible benefits and no 


leverage over the Pathet Lao. 


Removal of AID would probably result in the Laotians breaking off 
diplomatic relations with the United States, but in the wake of the fall of 
Cambodia and South Vietnam, that would scarcely be a catastrophe. 

As long as we're dispensing foreiga aid, we'd better turn our attention to 
allies who need it, such as South Korea, and forget Laos. Perhaps the Pathet 


Lao can float a loan with their allies, the North Vietnamese.

Point four--vaseline on some 
door handles. Guilty as charged. 

Point five--trash dumped in the 
Senior Quad. Guilty again. Right 
or Wrong, it’s become a tradition. 

Point six--gates torn off. There 
was no need for this type of force 
and violence. Simply lift and 
roll--they are on wheels. Perhaps 
a different design might be 
considered. 

Point seven--pyramids of trash 
cans and picnic tables. Guilty 
again. It’s become another 
tradition. 

General charges include costs 
for manpower and replacement 
costs for glass and other broken 
or destroyed taxpayers property. 
Here school people say that no 
damage to glass can be attributed 
to this event. However, broken 
glass, accidental or vandalism, 
continues to be a problem at most 
schools. We are not aware of any 
other , property broken or 
destroyed. Of course, it’s 
possible. 

The real question seems to boil 
down to: Who cleans it up? At 
what cost to whom? Was the cost 
more or less than that of prior 
years? What should be done next 
year? These are all legitimate 
questions that should be and 
undoubtedly will be answered. 
Let’s hope the answers satisfy 
most of the people.

swallow very big and say ‘and the 
property tax is going to have to go up 
not five cents or 10 cents, but 50 or 
60 or 70 cents just to meet the 
services.” 

‘It’s some thing we’ ve got to start 
recognizing right now...We have 
reached the point where it’s an 80-20 
split between the people needed to 
run this city, the material they need 
and the services, and the balance 
that’s left over for capital projects. 

“The city of Garden Grove may 
lay off 61 employees, the city of New 
York is bankrupt, the state of New 
York is bankrupt. I don’t want to see 
us back ourselves into that corner.”’ 

Mayor Lyons added: ‘‘I don’t 
think we ought to lop off utilities. it’s 
easier to adjust the percentage on all 
utilities than it is to keep taking them 
off and putting them back on.”’ 

Langer expressed concern about 
the constant acceleration in wages 
and continued: ‘‘I don’t see how one 
city can hold the line. I think it is 
going to take a concrete effort on the 
part of all the cities of Orange 
County.”’ 

Following pleas from residents 
around Wagner Neighborhood Park, 
the councilmen added a $34,000 
item for development of the park to 
the current budget, to come from 
park in lieu fees when some become 
available. A sum of $1,200 also was 
added for funding assistance with 
the Placentia Heritage Festival Days 
Celebration, principally to be used 
for parade expenses. 

The final budget approved was 
$5,258,367. The first paramedic 
payment of $15,000 was due June 
30, the council noted.

employees) becomes $16,000 and 
the next year $24,000,’’ Michel 
explained. 

Suggestion was made from the 
floor that employees might be more 
interested in increased pay rather 
than the retirement plan ‘‘because 
we don’t stay here long enough.”’ 

Michel further directed Library 
Director David Snow: ‘‘I think it 
would be proper for the staff to be 
screened on whether they would 
prefer to have the straight 7 per cent 
paid to them which they could use 
for a retirement program or that 
would be in addition to the 13 per 
cent that has been offered.’’ The 
matter will again be considered at 
the board’s regular meeting on July 
9. 

Michel said that Snow had been 


told that the board did not want any 
personnel discharged to provide 
larger salaries. 

“‘I think it would be a tragic thing 
to not buy any books,’’ Michel 
added. On the retirement plan: ‘‘I 
think we should have a hundred per 
cent of the employees sign up one 
way or the other...either they are for 
this proposal or they are against the 
proposal.’’ 

Harker said that he believed the 
employees will want to keep the 
retirement and will stand on their 
demand for the 15 per cent increase 
in salaries. He said the group 
favored limiting the number of 
employees rather than the salaries, 
but not with discharging anyone. 

Harker said, however, the group 
is desirous of reaching an 
agreement.

Michel also remarked on the low 
income available to the Placentia 
special library district, of which only 
a few exist in California and trustees 
in final action approved a $537,264 
budget for the fiscal year 1975-76 
with a unanimous vote.

We 
understand their predicament.

proud. But the glory of the new 
library surely rests upon the 
character and dedication of the 
librarians and their assistants and 
not solely upon the magnificent 
building constructed for their use. It 
seems to us there is too large a gap 
between their low incomes and the 
grandeur of their surroundings. 

The Board of Trustees _ is 
ultimately committed to the 
administration of the library. When 
budget time comes round, it is able, 
with the funds at its disposal, to 
adjust its arrangements’ with 
Changing conditions. If its public 
employees are made to feel that they 
can ‘“‘take it or leave it’’, then 
Placentians may, in the long run, be 
the losers when competent staff seek 
greener pastures. 

We are confident, now that the 
Board is at last aware of staff 
dissatisfaction, that it will do its 
utmost to redress any apparent 
injustices to the extraordinarily fine 
(and in our opinion grossly 
underpaid) staff members of the 
Placentia Library District.

I had the opportunity to 
meet Donald J. Stone, a 
missionary for Baptist Bible 


Fellowship _ International. 
He had just recently 
returned from a7 year stay 
in Taiwan. He and his wife 
and son are back in 
Springfield, Missouri now 
where Don will travel al 
around the country to teach 
and talk, but he said it 
would certainly be different 
then traveling and teaching 
in Taiwan. The main towns 
in Taiwan are fine, but as 
soon as you get out into the 
countryside it is not as 
good. 


On the political scene, 
Taiwan, now independent 
from China is growing and 
developing its own life 
styles with an attitude of 
free enterprise for the 
individual. They are fully 
prepared to go to any means 
of defense to protect the 
island and have made their 
defense a primary goal. 

I asked Stone what types 
of foods were eaten there 
having just discovered the 
real Chinese food in San 
Francisco and he said it is 
quite different than the 
Cantonese styles you get at 
a local restaurant. Much of 
their food is highly 
seasoned and spicier than 
any Mexican food you might 
have enjoyed. When he and 
his wife were entertained 
they were exposed to 
dinners with 50 to 100 
courses. Each course was a 
specialty and encompassed 
a different taste or prepara- 
tion than the one before it. 
Many recipes were treasur- 
ed and brought home to 
Missouri along with many 
of the proper spices to 
prepare them. 


Clothing was especially 
an adventure there as many 
American companies have 
their factories based there. 
He pointed out that a pair of 
mens polyester slacks 
retailing here for $18 cost 
three dollars there. Need- 
less to say he bought a few 
pair.

HORSE TALES 


By Joan Johnson 


After a considerable amount of arm twisting I conned 
Rob Griffith, of the Rob Griffith Training Stables at 
Evansdale Farm, into doing an article on Western judging. 
All this good information might be of some help to those of 


you who show Western. 


HALTER - When judging a halter class, most judges look 
for basic features. A halter horse should represent its breed 
with pride and perfection. This type of horse must be an 
outstanding animal. Refinement must prevail! A halter 
horse should be well-conformed and must be at least fifteen 


hands. 


Judges search throughout halter classes for the best 
overall horse. Most judges choose horses that are sizeable 
and well proportioned. They look for straight legs and a 
horse that moves gracefully. A judge usually won’t use a 
horse that moves crooked or awkwardly behind. 

Contemporary judges are looking beyond sheer beauty. 

‘They are choosing horses that are not only perfectly 
conformed, but that also look like they can perform. 

WESTERN PLEASURE HORSES - Most judges today 
choose collected horses. They like to see a horse move in 
one motion. A judge will usually pick a horse that bridles 
and moves slowly over one that doesn't bridle and moves 


strung out. 


Judges do not generally use a horse that performs with 
his mouth open. This indicates that the horse has been 
abused with the bit or that he was never put in the bridle 


correctly to start with. 


Another negative habit that can ruin a chance to win is a 
wringing tail. When a horse passes the judge, switching his 
tail, this tells the judge that the horse is feeling resentment 


from too much leg or spur. : 
A pleasure horse should perform in a pleasurable way. 


Excess speed on the animal's part or lack of control on the 
rider’s part can eliminate any chance of success. Generally, 
if the horse is moving well and does not show any bad 
habits, it has a good chance. A slow and graceful animal 
that is beautifully controlled will catch a judge’s eye every 


time. 


WESTERN EQUITATION - Western equitation is an art. 


Most contemporary judges like to see an equitation rider 
who is quiet, poised and graceful. They choose riders who 


sit tall and compensate for their horse’s motion. 

A judge usually won't choose a rider who is overly stiff. A 
stiff rider cannot possibly ride with any grace or poise. 

When an equitation class enters the ring, most judges 
look for a harmonious picture between the horse and rider. 
The rider must gel with the horse. 

In the lineup, the judge likes to see a rider take the time
